tad outmaneuvered them, crossed to the 
south of the Tugela on Monday and set 
fire all the houses in the village.

Our infantry 
advanced on the attack in skirmishing 
order, followed by supports and re- 
serves, our cavalry scouting on the right 
close up to the river. The Boer forces 
at Colenso must have been considerably 
weakened by the dispatch of large re- 
enforcements westward to meet General 
Buller’s advarce, and they now hurriedly 
evacuated the river trenches and the, 
kopjes opposite the village and scattered 
before our shrapnel. By evening none 
of the enemy was left within rifle shot 
of Colenso. The British force then re- 
ttred to Chieveley.’’ ; 


BOERS EVACUATE COLENSO. 


White Flags Will Be Heeded When | 


Arms Are Laid Down. 


London, January 2.—The Daily Mail 
publMshes the following dispatch dated 
Thursday, from Spearman’s camp: 

“It is rumored :-that the Boers have 


evacuated Colenso in order to re-enforce 
their troops here. Heavy gun fire was 
heard from Ladysmith this m¥rning. Gen- 
eral Buller’s order instructs the men to 
heed the white flag of the Boers only 
when they lay down their arms. It also 
instructs them to beware of false bugle 
calls.’’

Character of General Lee.”’ 

It will be remembered that the Order 
of Robert E. Lee offered a gold medal to 
that pupil of the Boys’ High school who 
should write and deliver the best eulogy 
on General Lee. A medal will be pre- 
sented each year. There were eight cén- 
testants this year. The eulogies were 
delivered at the exercises held at the 
Boys’ High school Thursday. 

The committee having the award of the 
medal in charge withheld its decision un- 
til yesterday. 

A great deal of interest had been man- 
ifested in the contest and there was much 
curiosity as to the name of the winner. 

Loud applause greeted the announce- 
ment that Sidney Wellhouse was the for- 
tunate young man. 

His eulogy follows: 


Eulogy of such a life as Robert E. Lee's 
is needless, but it is always important 
to recall and freshly remember just what 
manner of man he was, 

“Few names stand more prominently 
in our history than that of Robert E. 
Lee's; few memories wind around our 
heart in more clinging embraces. 

“He seems to have been throughout his 
boyhood and early youth perfect in dis- 
position, in conduct, and in bearing. Of 
early life this cam be said of few great 
men. 

‘‘He entered the r@litary academy of 
West Point at the age of eighteen; there 
he was not only careful and exact in the 
obedience he rendered to superiors, but 
remarkable for that dignity of deport- 
ment which all through his career struck 
strangers with admiring respect. He grad- 
uated with honors at the age of twenty- 
wo. 

“He first saw active ‘service in 1846, 
during the Mexican war, and evinced tal- 
ent for war that brought him prominently 
into notice. 

‘“‘He was handsome, tall, well made and 
had a graceful figure; his manners were 
at once easy and captivating. It was nis 
general politeness that won everybody 
who approach him, and endeared him to 


south fought well, and has true reason 
to be proud of her achievements. 

‘The end of the war came at last, when 
the well-supplied north, rich enough to 
pay recruits, no matter where they came 
from, triumphed over an exhausted south, 
hemmed in on ail sides and even cut off 
from all communication with the outside 
world. 

But General Lee’s surrender differed 
from former surrenders of great generals, 
take, for instance, the surrender of Na- 
po'eon IIL After the battle of Sedan the 


cries of the people of Paris went out 
for the blood of the emperor, but at 
Appomattox, veneration and love only 


met the eyes of the troops who looked 
upon their commander. 

What man could have laid down his 
Sword at the feet of a victorious general 
with greater dignity than did he at Appo- 
mattox courthouse? He laid down his 
sword with grace and secured for his sol- 
diers the best terms that fortune would 
permit, It showed marked greatness sgel- 
dom shown by great captains. 

Who shall ever fathom the depths of 
Lee’s anguish when the bitter end came, 
and when beaten down by shear force 
of numbers he found himself obliged to 
Surrender, 

Noble, sincere and humble in his relig- 
ion he showed his true character in lay- 
ing aside his sword to educate the youth 
of his country. 

In his sixty-third year he passed away 
alike from the frowns, and applause of 
mortals. He died trusting in God, as a 
z00d man, with a good life and a pure 
religion, In the words of another: 

“Where else in history is a great man 
to be found whose whole life was one 
such blameless record of duty nobly 
done ?’’ 

He was gertle and generous; he never 
wrangled: he 
and jnot a single 


difficulty marked his 


care¢r; but all acknowledged his just- 
nesy and wonderful evenness of mind. 
Rave intelligence combined with these 


qualities servéd to make him a fit repre- 
sentative of his great prototype, General 
Washington. 

His pity always went out to the poor, 
the oppressed or the unhappy and he was 
all that was kind and gentle to those 
immediately around him. 

He was the goul of truth and honor. 
He sought the truth, striving to know it 
and to live up to it in greater and smaller 
things, 

His fame, whether won under the stars 
and bars or under the stars and stripes, 
is the common heritage of the American 
people. It is the proud representative of 
American character and is alike honor- 
able to the north and to the south, 

He did many great and noble deeds, and 
won rank, power and 
tarnish to his modesty and simplicity. 

He was a man to be loved, to be rev- 


erenced and to be emulated. 

His whole conduct was marked by 
kindness, confidence and unsefish devo- | 
tion. He was a devotee to duty, but | 


disposed to soften its asperities to others. 
He was a character with few counterparts 
in ancient or modern story. 

He was gentle to women and children; 
tender to the weak and suffering, re- 
spectful to superiors and tolerant to all 
men,

“While the hills exist and the moun- 
tains survive: while the Potomac con- 
tinues to pour his bright waters to the 
broad Atlantic; the remembrance of the 
‘Lost Cause’ shall survive and the names 
of Lee, Gordon, Jackson and Johnson and 
the host of other heroes shall live, and

People Not Entitled to Information. 

Mr. Spooner, of Wisconsin, moved that 
the resolution be directed to the president 
and he be requested to furnish ‘the infor- 
mation if not incompatible with public in- 
terests. He said the senate had no right 
to demand information from the presi- 
dent, but the president was the abso-ute 
judge as to whether it was proper to 
communicate the inforamtion asked fer. 
He utterly repudiated, he said, the doc- 
trine advanced repeatedly by senators 
that the people were entitled to informa- 
tion from day to day regarding the con- 
duct of our foreign business. It was fer- 
fectly manifest, he thought, that diplom- 
acy, to be successful, must be secret. It

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The Future of Cuba. 

The concern which is manifested in 
some quarters in regard to the future 
of Cuba, it seems to us, is quite unnec- 
essary. 

The future relation of Cuba toward 
the United States will work itself out 
in the most effectual way. As stated 
in ‘the correspondence elsewhere, the 
peace and security which the United 
States has given the people of that 
island is showing fruit in revived 
agriculture, growing business, church 
development in the minds of the peo- 
ple. As these material and moral im- 
provements become prominent to the 
people who are the beneficiaries, they 
will naturally ascribe the result to its 
proper source. The people will cry 
out for still more improvement, and 
the widening circle will, in time, take 
up the whole population. 

Cuba by natural situation, belongs 
to the United States. As an outpost 
of our naval and trade defenses, the 
United States could never consent that 
Cuba should be in the hands of even 
an adverse local government., Under 
whatever form of government the Cu- 
ban experiment may be started off, it 
must always be with the paramountcy 
of the United States. Hence, it will 
be seen that the ultimate result will 
be the adhesion of Cuba to the Ameri- 
can union. Such a result is inevitable. 

The best agents ito bring about this 
result are the people of Cuba them- 
selves. As they find benefit from the 
‘connection they will seek admission, 
through their own representatives, and 
not through carpetbaggers. It would 
be most unfortunate for Cuba and Por- 
to Rico if they should be subjected to 
@ similar fate to the one which the 

y satraps imposed upon the 
ern states in 1867. We want the 
e of these two islands as well as 


they are in control of their own affairs 
and that ‘they could never be more se- 
cure in such control than as states in 
the American union. i 

Therefore, the future will take care 
of Cuba in such a way as to bring 
her into the union, and that, too, with- 
in a very short time. 


Location of the Brumby Monument. 


An admirable suggestion comes from 
Hon. John W. Lindsey, commissioner 
of pensions for the state of Gorgia, 
in regard to ithe location of the pro- 
posed Brumby monument. 

Commissioner Lindsey, speaking of 
the confederate veteran sentiment of 
Georgia, claims that the achievements 
and the memory of Lieutenant Brumby 
belong to the whole state. He was 
given to the navy by Georgia; he up- 
held the honor of our state in his ser- 
vice; when he stood by Admiral Dew- 
ey, as his chief consulting spirit, dur- 
ing the entrance into Manila bay, it 
was Georgia which stood upon ithe 
bridge, and when he came home, it was 
Georgia which received him ag her 
own, and readopted him with impress- 
ing ceremonies upon Capitol Hill. 

Therefore, argues Commissioner 
Lindsey, let the monument represent 
Georgia’s tribute and not that of any 
single city; let the monument stand 
upon Capitol square, the property of 
the state, as an everlasting memorial 
of the part which a Georgian took in 
a great crisis. This would also be the 
clustering point for monumenits of 
_ other men who have distinguished 
themselves in the state’s service. 

There is a good idea contained in 
what the commissioner has to say. Alt- 
lanta has only acted as the leader in 
this matter, to honor the memory of a 
distinguished son. The suggested lo- 
cation is an excellent one, and will, 
no doubt, attract the ful] attention of 
those in charge of the monument.

That is a question 
of public character which far tran- 
scends any . personal peccadillo, no 
matter how infamous. ‘That Roberts 
should have been seated was the con- 
stitutional right of his constituency; 
that he should immediately thereafter 


have been expelled was a duty which 
the house owed to its own decency. 
Even so able a republican organ, 
ready enough to side against demo- 
cratic ideas of government, as The Chi- 
cago Times-Herald, has been forced to 
view this question in its higher light, 
when jt declares that “concerning the 
polygamous staitus of Brigham H. Rob- 
erts there can be no doubt. Concern- 
ing his constitutfonal right to a seat 
in congress until he may be legally 
expelled there should be no doubt. On 
the latter point the minority of the 
committee which has been considering 
his case shows a higher regard for jus- 
tice and the law “than the majority, 
which has decided to report 


his admission to congress as well as 
to present ithe evidence it has secured 
of his polygamous life.” 

Proceeding further, The Times-Her- 
ald says: 


Should he enter congress, Roberts, 
living in defiance of the laws of the 
land, ought to be expelled as an un- 
worthy member. But since he comes with 
proper political credentials from his state 
he has as good a title to a seat as the 
members who are trying to Keep him out, 
How can one member claim priority or 
superiority to another in such a matter? 
The thing is impossible in law on its 
face. Mr. Littlefield is absolutely sound 
when he sys that the house cannot add 
to the requirements provided by the con- 
stitution for admission and that the only 
ecnstitutional remedy is to admit and 
then expe! on the finding of facts. This 
case is likely t& establish a very danger- 
ous precedent, which may be put to a 
bad use later when the partisan control 
of the house is at stake.

She stood inert, and it was only 
when !that road found itself bottled up 
in Philadelphia that its managers 
found out that they had been bun- 
koed by other interests. Now, in re- 
organizing, the railroad company would 
like to rectify its mistake. and the peo- 
ple of Baltimore are a trifle more inter- 
ested than they were when they sub- 
mitted to the Philadelphia folly. 

Altlanta is today in straits between 
the transportation companies, and it 
is only by superb skill and manage- 
ment that she masters the situation. 
Previous generations of Atlantians 
have recognized this situation, and 
tried ‘to remedy it. The city moved 
in the building of the old Air-Line 
road, and sunk $300,000. We got the 
road, but lost control of it. We en- 
tered upon the Georgia Western 
scheme, with a similar outlay of 
money, and that, too, is gone. Later 
we initiated the Atlanta and Florida 
enterprise, which was intended, by go- 
ing to the sea, to give us water rajtes. 
That, too, has slipped from our fingers. 

It is only by a controlling voice on 
the directory board of some railroad 
that we can bring other roads to terms 
and secure tariff schedules to which 
we are entitled in the world of trade. 
If we had so placed our stock in the 
two first roads named that we could 
not have been counted out, we would 
be in a place where we could demand 
justice. If we had pushed the Atlanta 
and Florida through with spirit, 
though one car a month did not pass 
over it, its existence would have given 
us such rate discounts as would have 
paid for its keeping. Such a road 
should yet be built, in which the city 
would have ownership enough to con- 
trol.

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The United States Leads. 

Mr. Charles H. Cramp, a member of 
the great firm of American shipbuild- 
ers, contributes to The Washington 
Post a very interesting article on the 
steady growth of our iron and steel 
industry, and its relations to ithe pros- 
perity and commercial supremacy of 
the country as a whole. 

The first notable fact in regard to 
this industry is that our resources and 
the energy of our producers have 
placed us ahead of Great Britain. The 
statistics of iron and steel production, 
and the output of ore and coke show 
that the United States began to catch 
up with Great Britain in 1889. Between 
that year and 1897 there was a close 
race between the two countries; in 
1897 this country took the leading place 
by a million tons in the output of pig 
iron; in 1898, the lead was increased to 
nearly two and a half million tons; 
and in 1899 it is estimated that the 
United States will lead Great Britain 
by three million tons, a ratio of ex- 
cess equal to 311-2 per cent. 

It is the opinion of Mr. Cramp that 
this lead can never be broken. He 
calls attention to Professor Goldwin 
Smith’s repeated prophecy thait Great 
Britain has reached the climax of her 
supremacy among the nations of the 
earth, and suggests that in at least one 
element of greatness—the production 
of iron and steel—England has been 
permanently relegated to tthe second 
place. 

Mr. Cramp contends, and with rea- 
son, that, under modern conditions. 
the production of iron and steel is the 
basic industry of all, on which the 
great majority of other industries are 
coming more and more to depend. 
Leaving out of view agriculture, which 
is the basis of all, we think Mr. Cramp 
is correct. The most of the traffic by 
land is now done on steel roads, all 
traffic by sea in steel ships, all fabrics 
are made by iron and steel machines, 
and steel is entering more and more 
largely into the construction of build- 
ings. 

This is true, and it demonstrates 
the fact that the United Staltes now 
stands at the head of the nations.

Things came to a climax at last, and 
the administration, unable to resist the 
imperative voice of the people, took 
steps that ‘brought on the war. 

With the result of that war every 
schoolboy in the United States «is fa- 
miliar. Cuba and Porto Rico were lib- 
erated, conditions in the far east were 
completely revolutio.uwszed, the- United 
States assumed a new and portentous 
position in the drama of nations and 
obseure men were given dazzling prom- 
inence, which would never have been 
theirs but for the fortunes of. war. It 
was well, perhaps, that the ceremony 
over the dead seamen of the Maine 
came when it did. It carried us back 
to the origin of our radically changed 
conditions, and it gives new force to 
that old saying, “It’s an ill wind that 
blows no good.”

The Annexation of Cuba. 


Editor Constitution—"‘As the apply when sev- 
ered by the tempest from its native tree, can- 
net but fall to the ground, so Cuba when dis- 
joined’ from its unnatural connection with 
Spain can gravitate only to the United States.”’ 
‘That was the prediction of John Quincy 
Adams seventy-seven years ago. Now the 
tempest has come and passed, and the apple 
has fallen. ‘‘All the King’s horses and all 
the king’s men cannot but it back on the tree 
again.’’ All the uplifted arms and bayonets 
and flags and documents, that were interposed 
to break its fall, were unavailing. All the ora- 
tory and rhetoric proving that it would not, 
could not and should not ‘‘gravitate’’ did not 
stop it. It has gravitated and gravitated to the 
United States. There it lies. It cannot pick it- 
self up. No other power ventures to touch it. 

o the question for us to decide is, what are we 
to do with it? 

Many alarmed voices declared that we should 
at once devour it. But as a year has passed and 
we have manifested no voracious appetite for it, 
their number grows less. 

During the year that has passed since Spain 
definitely relinquished Cuba to us, our exec- 
utive administration, through its military, na- 
val and civil officers, has restored peace and 
brought order out of chaos. Its wise pur- 
poses have been so admirably carried out by 
its military commanders that agriculture is 
reviving in its flelds, health and safety in its 
cities, while- schools, churches, courts of jus- 
tice and custom houses are resuming their 
functions. It is not too much to say that the 
Cubans have today better government, more 
of peace, law, order and even-handed justice 
than they have had in two hundred years, 

So far, all is well. Now, as the next step is 
their progress toward prosperity and self-gov- 
ernment, they are looking toward the United 
States for helpoin the shape of American: cap- 
ital and credit, trained skill in the arts and 
sciences, business intelligence and energy. 
These will all come in time, as opportunities 
for them develop. Congress, some time ago, 
prohibited the granting of ‘‘any business con- 
cession or franchise.’’ It was thought a need- 
ed precaution against speculators, land-grab- 
bérs and monopolies, and probably was so. As 
congress enacted it, no one else can modify or 
remove it. It -will be a question for congress 
to consider whether it should now be modi- 
tied, and if so, how? 

The Cubans say they do not want the mo- 
nopolists or speculators or, land-grabbers, but 
that thev would like to have banks and rail- 
Ways, and manufacturing and mining compa- 
nies, surrounded by such legal safeguards as 
those in our states, So discussion has arisen 
as to how the dangers may be avoided and the 
good results attained. 

It seems to be agreed now, both in the United 
States and in Cuba, that it is yet too soon to 
forecast the ultimate status of the island. Cer- 
tainly she cannot fit herself for self-govern- 
ment, save by remaining under the flag of the 
United’ States. And possibly the more fit she 
becomes, the less inclination she will have to 
exercise her gelf-government outside of the 
union, instead of in it. However, all that be- 
longs to the future. For the present, the ‘‘chief 
and immediatd need’’ of Cuba, as President 
McKinley says, ‘‘is the restoration of her ag- 
ricultural and industrial prosperity, which will 
give employment to idle men and re-establish 
the pursuits of pveace.’’

GRADY ORDINANCE CAUSES DEBATE 


Provided for Election of Assessors’ 
Clerks by Council—Several Mem- 
bers Took a Frominent Part 
in the Discussion—Other 
Matters Considered. 


The apportionment sheet was changed 
by the city council at the adjourned meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon and the amounts 
shifted so that Peters street receives 
$10.00, Decatur street $5,000 ana Edge- 
wood avenue $2,500 more for improvement. 

To scure the amount of $17,500, the sum 
of $10,000 was transferred from the con- 
tingent fund and $7,500 from the appro- 
priation for the sanitary department. 

The ordinance introduced by Council- 
man Grady calling for the election of 
clerks in the tax assessor's office wae 
lost. 

The tax committee's ‘ordinance repeal- 
ing exemption of manufactories from 
taxation was passed. 

It was voted to divide the deposits of 
the city finance between four banks, all 
to pay 2 per cent interest.

Councilmen Harwell, Barrett and Terry 
offered the following amendment: 

‘Resolved, ‘That the apportionment 
sheet as recommended by the finance 
committee be amended as follows: 

“First, That the apportionment to ‘re- 
bate of belgian blocks’ in the sum _ of 
$10,000 in the department of contingent be 
stricken. 

“Second, That the apportionment of 
$107.50) to the department of sanitary, 
be reduced to the sum of $100,000. 

“Third, That the sum of $17,500 be added 
to the.denartment of streets and especial- 
ly apportioned as follows: 

“Peters street, $10,000; Decatur street, 
$5,000. and the apportionment to Edgewood 
avenue ‘he increased fo $5,000. 

"The purpose of the above special ap- 
nportionments being to carry out the im- 
provements of said streets in accordance 
with the proposition of the county com- 
missioners.’’ 

Edgewood avenue has $2,500 brought 
over from last year’s account, which 
makes only $2.500 increase for it. 

Councilman Thompson moved the adop- 
tion of the amendment. He was seconded 
by Councilman Barpett. 

Sheet Is Discussed. 

Mayor Pro Tem. Mayson called Al- 
derman Kilpatrick to the chair and 
spoke in favor of the amendment. He 
said no necessity existed greater than 
the improvement of one or two of the 
main thoroughfares of the city. Through 
the offer of the county commissioners to 
stand half the expense of putting Peters 
street in good condition, it was possible 
if their offer be taken up at once, he said, 
to have the street thoroughly improved. 

He said council had the right to change 
thAw#pportionment sheet, and he thought 
it could come: out of the rebate on bel- 
gian block of the contingent fund better 
than anywhere else. 

Councilman Pope, who is chairman of 
the finance committee, said that he was 
in no sense opposed to improvement of 
Peters street or any other street; that 
he favored improving these streets if it 
Was possible, but said that the finance 
committee, every member of which fa- 
vored street improvement, did not deenr 
it advisable.to begin work on any other 


streets with the resources at hand, 


The street improvement, he thought, 
should wait until June, and if the actual 
receipts of this year should prove great- 
er than the estimate now made, money 
could.be forthcoming then for the street 
work.® 

Councilman Barrett said he was in fa- 
vor of finding the money somehow and 
beginning the work at once. 
Councilman Pope moved that the part of 
the amendment calling for the $10,000 
from the contingent fund be stricken 
out, saying it was a trust fund and the 
City had no right to spend it. 

Peters Street Wins Out. 

Mayor Pro Tem. Mayson came down 
from the chair ‘to reply to Mr. Pope. 

“As for the money to cover the re- 
bates on begian block,” the said, “I am 
informed that these rebates last year 
amounted to only $5,000. There will still 
be left a contingent fund of over $1.90, 
Which can be applied to this purpose.

Grady Defends Ordinance. 


Councilman Grady replied that the or- 
dinance was not framed with any inten- 
tion of reflecting upon the men selec:ed 
by the tax committee to fill the places in 
the assessor’s office. Its object was to 
have those places filled in a regular way. 
He said the ordinance governing the 
matter gave the tax committee the right 
to fill the positions only upon receiving 
a written request from the tax asses- 
sors. No request, as he understood it, 
had come from the tax assessors to have 
the recent. changes made. The places of 
‘extra helo’ had become regular posi- 
tions now, he said, and men should be 
regularly chosen to fill them. 

‘“T believe it best,’’ he said, ‘‘that the 
servants of the city should be elected by 
council. The servants of ‘the city do the 
city’s work and spend the city’s money. 
I think they should be elected by the 
members of council whom the people 
have sent here to represent them. Of 
course there will be some juggling in 
council, but not as much as in the com- 
mittee.’’ 

Alderman Day said this help in the 
assessors’ office had been selected by the 
tax committee for the nast fifteen vears 
and he thought it should so continue for 
the interest of the city and protection 
of council. 

Councilman Holland said he had the 
misfortune to be a member of the tax 
committee. ‘“‘When the question came 
up,” he said, “we fornd we had the 
1ight to appoint these clerks and apppint- 
ed them. Something has been said in 
regard to putting up jobs. These things 
can be d.ckered in council the same as 
they can in a committee. There was 
no dickering in that case. I was offered 
one of the places, but waived that right. 
I know of one instance which occurred 
in the assessor’s office where a minan went 
cut to luncheon and when he came back 
another man had taken his place. The 
committee had the right to appoint these 
men and they did it. I see no necessity 
for bringing the matter up here at all.” 

Councilman Barrett said he thought 
none of the speakers were right. 

“T don’t think the assessors were treat- 
ed right,”’ he said. “The assessors should 
be consulted before men are put in their 
offices.~ If there.is any politics in this 
I shall not vote either way. I am in

Says He Has Not Exercised Proper 
Skill and Prudence in His

The. Fidelity and Deposit Company, of 
Maryland, filed two petitions yesterday in 
the ordinary’s court asking to be relieved 
of its bonds in favor of John A. Grant, as 
guardian for Lemuel P. Grant, who is said 
to be Insane, and Bryant M. Grant and 
Lawrence Grant, minors. 

The two bonds are said to be in the 
sum of $23,710 each and the deposit com- 
pany alleges that John A, Grant has 
failed to file with the ordinary of Ful- 
ton county a return of all the property 
of his wards, together with an account 
of his receipts and expenditures accompa- 
nie_d with vouchers, as is provided for 
in the code. 

The petition further claims that owing 
to the alleged failure of John A, Grant 
to make returns, the deposit company is 
unable to determine whether or not he is 
fairly and intelligentiy managing and dis- 
posing of the property in his care. 

It is claimed further that John A. Grant 
has failed to pay the premium on his 
bonds for the year 1900, which, accord- 
ing to the petition, should have been paid 
in advance, in accordance with an agree- 
ment claimed to have been made when 
the bonds were given. 

Claim is further made that John A. 
Grant has not exercised proper skill and 
prudence in connection with his guardian- 
ship as the law requires of a guardian, 
and for these alleged reasons the surety 
company asks to be released from its

IN JODGB’S HANDS 
Langty Hearing Was Had in Superior 
Court Yesterday. 


CANDLER RESERVED DECISION 


Will Hand It Down in Course of a 
Few Days. 


AN INTERESTING POINT IS INVOLVED 


Maps and Previous Decision Were 
in Evidence During the Hearing 
of the Case Yesterday. 


The hearing of the petition for injunc- 
tion in the Kirkwood case was held be- 
fore Judge John 8S. Candler yesterday 
morning in the Fulton superior countroom 
and consumed nearly five hours. Judge 
Candler reserved his decision and will 
render it in the course of the next few 
days. 

Both sides were ably represented and 
were heard at length. Charles Hopkins, 
of Hopkins & Sons, appeared for those op- 
posed to incorporation, while Reuben Ar- 
nold, of Arnold & Arnold, represented the 
citizens in favor of the city of Kirkwood. 

Citizens of the new municipality, both 
for and against incorporation, were pres- 
ent during the time of the hearing and 
evinced considerable interest in the case. 
Various maps of the town and lawbooks 
withcut number were feat‘ires of the 
hearing. 

he petitioners claiméd that according 
to the act passed by the last legislature 
the Jines of the incorporation could not 
be found, and that in fact the city did not 
exist. On the other hand, those in favor 


of the incorporation were equally as posi-. 


tive that the corporaitte iimits of Kirk- 
wood could be easily determined and ex- 
isted under the éct. 

The most important point in connection 
with ‘tthe entire case was the clause effect- 
ing the public school system of the new 
city. The petitioners held that this was 
unconstitutional. They asserted that no 
city council of the city of Kirkwood ex- 
isted and that no tax collection could ‘be 
fiade to establish a system of public 
schools, 

The point was brought out that the con- 
stitution provided that in militia districts, 
by a voe of two grand juries a system of 
schools could be established, but that in 
case of cities it require} a two-thirds vote 
of the qualified voters to determine wheth- 
er or not public schools should exist by a 
tax to be levied for that purpose. 

Judge Candler stated that the question 
was one of the most important which he 
had been called upon to decide and it is 
expected ¢hat his finding wiil determine 
a nice point of law. A temporary injunc- 
tion is now in force to prevent the mayor 
and council from proceccing with a tax 
levy and this will remain until Judge Can- 
dier hands down his decision. 

Both sides are confident of success and 
more than ordinary interest is being felt 
in the outcome of ‘the matter.
